CASTOR BEAN EXPERIMENT 
AT SUNSET IS SUCCESS 
Sunset, Texas. Sept. 12. (Spe­ 
cial).—An experiment with cas­ 
tor beans on the O. P. (Mosel 
Lauderdale farm two miles north­ 
east of here is considered a suc­ 
cess despite adverse weather con­ 
ditions, the farmer says. 
Harvest of the beans started a 
few days ago. The first gather­ 
ing from three of the eight acres 
in cultivation p r o d u c e d IOO 
pounds of beans per acre. Lau­ 
derdale says he expects two later 
gatherings to equal the first. Re­ 
sults of the first picking indicates 
a harvest of 300 pounds of beans 
per acre for the eight acres. 
Lauderdale says despite a late 
planting about May 15, one month 
later 
than 
ordinarily 
advised, 
the crop will probably yield an 
income of $30 per acre. 
In viewing prospects for next 
year’s crop, Lauderdale said he 
has not decided to increase acre­ 
age, but he is sure he will try 
to plant the beans about April I. 
Fertilizer will be applied to the 
soil for next year’s crop with 
approximately 
IOO 
pounds 
of 
commercial fertilizer being used 
for each acre. 
Rows 
are 
placed 
about 
40 
inches apart on sandy upland. 
Other farmers in the Sunset 
area are watching results of the 
experiment here in raising castor 
beans for commercial purposes 
with the hopes of expanding cash 
crops.

“Strengthening the family farm 
in Wipe County can be an impor­ 
tant step toward greater agricul­ 
tural 
production 
for 
defense 
needs,” O. Ray Brown, Super­ 
visor in I he Decatur office of the 
Farmers 
Home 
Administration, 
rani today. 
Mr. Brown stated that his of­ 
fice would do everything possible 
to promote family farming in 
this locality, and to improve fed­ 
eral 
credit 
services 
to 
small 
farmers. This is in line with the 
present effort of the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture to re­ 
view and improve family farm 
policy and programs at grass 
nxits. 
All department agencies 
are cooperating. 
“This 
agency’s 
part,” 
Mr. 
Brown continued, “ is to make 
loans to qualified applicants to 
own or operate family farm s, and 
accompany those loans with on- 
the-farm guidance in good farm 
and home practices.” 
Mr. Brown explained that bor­ 
rowers of this area are doing a 
good job of reorganizing farming 
systems, 
and 
adopting 
better 
farm and home methods. Their 
increased and better quality live­ 
stock and equipment now make 
them a greater asset to their 
country in defense production, he 
said. 
“ Family 
farms, 
particularly 
the smaller units, constitute a 
sizable but little tapped part of 
this country’s vast agricultural 
resources,” Mr. Brown pointed 
out. 
“The family farm er has 


great potentialities in 
agricul­ 
ture’s mobilization for defense 
production, if his farm is large 
enough and well-enough devel­ 


o p e d , properly equipped, stocked, 
and managed, lf it isn’t, F ann­ 
ers Home Administration super­ 
vised credit often makes it pos­ 
sible for him to do something 
about it. Fiver since this agency 
was 
established, 
its 
activities 
have been concerned directly with 
strengthening the family farm ­ 
er’s position.” 
Mr. Brown added that more is 
at stake in preserving family 
farms than the production of ad­ 
ditional food and fiber. “It’s up 
to us in our nation to give the 
world a picture of democracy as 
it ought to be,” he said. “Suc­ 
cessful family farms make a fine 
exhibit of our American way of 
life, so contribute to our influence 
over the rest of the world.” 
Mr. Brown suggested that lo­ 
cal citizens could help strengthen 
family farms and help build our 
national defenses by recommend­ 
ing ways the Farm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration and other agricultu­ 
ral agencies could improve their 
services to. family farmers. Suit­ 
able recommendations, he said, 
would be forwarded to W ashing­ 
ton for Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles F. Bra naan, to consider 
in developing a national plan of 
action.
